MEMORIAL AND ITS PREMISES AT TIRUR . 
Whereas the Government, in pursuance of their decision thatMemorials 
should be established for the great Poets and Writers of Kerala, have erected 
a Memorial consisting of a Mandapam and Auditorium for Thunchathu 
Ezhuthassan at the Thunchanparambu , Tirur ; and 

Whertas the Government have decided that the management of the 
Memorial should vest in a Committee; they are pleased to issue the following 
rules for the management and administration of the Memorial. 

1. Subject to the control of the Government, the Thunchan Memorial 
and its premises shall be administered by a Managing Committee of eleven 
members consisting of Officials and non -Officials all of whom shall be 
nominated by the Government. 

2. The term of the Committee shall ordinarily be three years. 

3. Headquarters — The headquarters of the Committee shall be 
Thunchan Madom , Trikkandiyur, Tirur,

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4. An official member shall cease to be a member at any time on the 
relinquishmentof his office and in his place his successor in office shall 
become a member. 

5. Organisation - The Managing Committee shall be a corporate body, 
shall have a perpetual seal and may sue and be sued in its corporate name. 

6. Powers and Functions of the Managing Committee . - (a ) Powers — The 
Committee shall have the following powers 

( 1) To make Bye-laws and standing orders for the conduct of business 
of the Committee of Management. 

( 2) To pass the annual budget of the Institution . 
(NOTE : - The Committee shall be guided by the following principles 

in passing its budget : 
(i) The estimates should take into account only such receipts/ 

payments as are expected to be actually realised /made 

during the budget year ; 
( ii ) The provision under maintenance grant should follow the 

provision in the State budget ; 
(iii) Expenditure on new items, if any , which have not been sanc 

tioned by the Government, will not be taken into account 

in fixing the grant payable to the Committee.) 

To make appointments to posts sanctioned by Government and to 
exercise disciplinary control over them . 

(4 ) To attend to the maintenance of the buildings and its premises 
and to make such additions and improvements as are found necessary with 
the prior approval of Government. 

(5 ) To nominate the auditors . 

(6 ) To consider and approve programmes and specific projects before 
submission to the Government for sanction . 

(7) To review the progress of the schemes already taken up by the 
Committee for implementation . 

(8) To constitute Sub -Committees for specific purposes, and 

( 9) Subject to the approval of Government that Managing Committee 
shall have powers to accept Endowments from any individual or institution 
and to utilise the same in accordance with the terms and conditions of the 
endowments. 

(b ) Functions. - Subject to detailed schemes being approved by the 
Government theManaging Committee shall have the following functions : 

(i) To undertake schemes for perpetuating the memory of Thunchath 
Ezhuthachan by encouraging the study of his works, ideals and philosophy ; 

(ii) To popularise the study of classical works in Malayalam and 
Sanskrit with special reference to the literary compositions of the great 
masters of Kerala ; 
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( iii ) To promote and elevate the public taste in cultural and literary 
matters by holding seminars and conferences ; 

(iv ) To establish and maintain a library for roviding facilities for 
research work in the field of culture and thought ; 

(v ) To bring out authentic editions of the work of Thu chath 
Ezhuthachan and of other classical writings in Malayalam 1u.quac ; 

(vi) To prepare and publish an authentic biography of the great poet 
Ezhuthachan ; 

(vii) To undertake the publication of a period cal dealing with the 
activities of the Memorial and consisting of literary and philosophical contri 
butions from eminent writers ; 

(viii ) To hold festivals connected with the Thundhan Day and 
Navarathri ; 

(ix ) To establish a library of classical books in Malayalam and 
Sanskrit ; 

(x ) To accord recognit on by awarding prizes or otherwise to any 
outstanding literary or philosophical work in Malayalam ; 

(xi) To establish contact with other similar institutions ; and 

(xii) To do all such other acts asmay be necessary to further the objects 
of the Memorial. 

7. Officers of the Managing Committee.-- The following shall be the officers 
of the Managing Committee : 

i. President. 
ii . Secretary 

iii. Treasurer . 
8. President.-- The President shall be the executive head of the Committee 
and shall preside over all meetings of the Committee . In case the President 
is absent the members of the Committee may elect one amongst them to 
preside over the meeting. The Presidentshall have general control over the 
affairs of the Memorial and its premises. He shall have power to sanction 
all payments connected with the administration and management of the 
Memorialwithin the limits sanctioned by the Managing Committee. He 
may also delegate these powers to the Secretary or the Treasurer as and 
when necessary . 

9. Secretary .-- The Committee shall elect one from among them as the 
Secretary of the Committee. He shall be responsible for carrying out the 
decisions of the Committee and for maintaining the records of the Com 
mittee. He shall be the custodian of the records and property of the 
Memorial and shall be in general charge of such othe property of the 
memorial as the Committee may commit to his charge. Heshall carry on 
the correspondence of the Committee or of any Sub - Committee appointed 
by it. He shall keep the minutes of all meetings of the Commitiec and of 
any Sub -Committee appointed by i... He shall be responsible for exercising 

He shall also 
general supervision over the premises of the Memorial. 
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maintain the accounts of the Memorial under the supervision of the 
Treasurer. He shall issue all" notices for convening the meetings of the 
Managing Committee and of the Sub- Committees appointed by it. 

10. Treasurer . — The Revenue Divisional Officer, Malappuram shall be 
the Treasurer of the Committee. Subject to the control of the Managing 
Committee he shall manage the funds and investments of the Memorial. 
He shall scrutinise the accounts of the Committee and be responsible for the 
preparation of the annual budget estimates and statemant of accounts in con 
sultation with the President and the Secretary and for their presentation to the 
Managing Committee for their approval. He shall be responsible for seeing 
that all inoneys are expended for the purposes for which they are granted or 

allotted . He shall sign all contracts made on behalf of the Managing 
• Committee. The receipt issued by the Treasurer or by any other person or 

persons duly authorised in this behalf by the Managing Committee , for any 
money paid to the Committee, shall be sufficient discharge of the same. 

11. Meetings of the Managing Committee. The Committee shall ordinarily 
meet twice a year preferably in January and September. Special meetings 
may be convened at any time by the President on his own initiative or at the 
request ofnot less than five members of the Committee . The decision shall 
be by majority of votes at the meetings of the Committee and where the 
members are equally divided the President shall have a casting vote. Four 
members shall form a quorum for meetings of the Committee. A non -official 
member who fails to attend three consecutive meetings without assigning 
reasons which are considered not satisfactory by the Committee, shall be 
liable to be removed by the Government. 
12. The income of the Committee shall consist of - 

(i) Maintenance grant from the Government; 
(ii ) Special grants, if any, for the implementation of schemes ; 
(iii) Income from the Thunchan Parambu and other properties 

belonging to the Memorial ; 
( iv ) Donations, bequests, etc. from the public ; 
(v ) Collections from the public during festival times and from 

Exhibitions etc.; 
(vi) Sale proceeds of books and periodicals ; and 

( vii) Miscellaneous receipts . 

13. All moneys received by the Committee shall constitute a Fund 
called the " Thunchan Memorial Fund ” which shall be credited to a 
personal deposit account in the name of the Treasurer to be opened in the 
nearest Government Treasury and shall be administered in accordance with 
these rules. 

14. The proprietary right over the properties of thememorial shall be 
vested in the Government of Kerala . The Government alone can sell , 
mortgage or creat other kinds of charges on the properties of the Memorial .

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15. Notwithstanding anything contained in the bye-laws framed by 
the Managing Committee the accounts of the Comunittee shall be audited by 
Government auditors applying the general principles of accounting and rules 
and the final authority to take decisions on the propriety of the expenditure 
incurred by the Committee shall vest with the Government.

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AWARD 


By Order No. 12405 /H3/64/HLD dated 6-3-1964 of the Health and 
Labour Department,Government of Kerala referred the dispute between the 
parties described above for adjudication to this Tribunal. The issues referred 
for adjudication are as follows: 
(1) Suspension of Conductor Sri P. Kunhambu from 10-10-1963 to 

17-10-1963. 
(2 ) Dismissal of Conductor Sri P. Kunhambu with effect from 

18-10-1963. 
2. The Secretary , Malabar Motor Transport Employees Union , 
Cannanore , submitted the claim statement of the Union on 14th May , 1964. 
The allegations of the Union are as follows: 

The dismissal notice dated 28-11-1963 dismissing the conductor 
Sri P.Kunhambu from service with effect from 18-10-1963 was received by 
the employee only on 5-12-1963. The employee was not given work from 
11th September, 1963, and also his wages were withheld by the Management 
from 1963 July onwards. On 5-10-1963, the Union wrote to the Manage 
ment requesting them to provide work for the concerned employee and to 
pay his arrears of wages. After receiving this letter , the Management on 
10-10-1963 suspended the employee for a period of a week s time and then on 
18-10-1963 dismissed him . The action of the Management is utterly malafide 
and is in total violation of natural justice. The Management has neither 
issued him a charge- sheet nor conducted an enquiry before suspending the 
employee. The employee was never given any opportunity to explain 
himself and to establish his innocence. The officers of the Labour Depart 
ment intervened in pursuance of the request of the Union , but the Manage 
ment refused to settle the dispute . Sri Kunhambu is one of the active 
workers of the Union and the action of the Management is deliberate and 
borne out of victimisation . Therefore SriKunhambu is entitled for reinstate 
ment with continuous service . 

3. The Management submitted their counter statement on 9-6-1964. 
The main contention of the Management is that Sri Kunhambu deliberately 
absented himself from work from 4th May, 1963 onwards. This absence 
was just after his unjustifiable conduct of villifying the Management in the 
presence of the passengers and other employees during his duty time. The 
Management has demanded an explanation from the employee for his above 
mentioned conduct; but the employee submitted only a vague and nebulous 
explanation , which could not be accepted by the Management. The 
employee has again reiterated his vituperations against the management even 
after furnishing the explanation and therefore , he was suspended from service 
for a period of one week. After the suspension , the employee absented from 
service without assigning any reasonable cause and therefore , he was 
dismissed from service on 28-3.1963 with effect from 18-10-1963. The action 
of the Management is just and proper and thus they concluded their state 
ment with a prayer that their contentions may be upheld. The Union 
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submitted a re-joinder on 10-8-1964 in which they have repudiated all the 
allegations of the Management in their reply statement. 

4. The case came up for evidence and on 5-1-1965 and the parties 
filed a Joint Memorandum of Settlement, which the employee has agreed 
to forego all his claims against the Management for a sum of Rs. 600 
(Rupees six hundred only). On 5-1-1965 itself the Management paid the 
employee Rs. 300 and the balance amount of Rs. 300 was agreed to be paid 
after 15 days. This fact was also recorded in the Memorandum of 
Settlement. 

5. In pursuance of the terms of settlement the case was again adjourned 
to 21-1-1965 and on 21-1-1965 the Management paid the balance amount of 
Rs. 300 to the employee and the employee made an endorsement to that 
effect in the very samememorandum of settlement. Thus the employee was 
fully satisfied and the dispute was settled . Since there is no dispute at present 
between the parties, I pass this award dismissing the dispute. This award 
shall come into force on the expiry of 30 days after its publication in the 
GovernmentGazette .

In exercise of the powers conferred by Sections 
21 , 25 , 28 , 29 and 62 of the Prohibition Act, 1950 (Act XIII of 1950) and 
in supersession of the Madras Vinegar Manufactories (Establishment, 
Working and Supervision) Rules, 1949, the Government of Kerala hereby 
make the following rules for the establishment and working of Vinegar Maru 
factories and supervision thereof. 
THE KERALA VINEGAR MANUFACTORIES (ESTABLISHMENT, WORKING 

AND SUPERVISION ) RULES, 1965. 
1. Short title :—These rules may be called the Kerala Vinegar Manu 
factories (Establishment, Working and Supervision ) Rules, 1965 . 

2. Definitions :-In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires 

(a ) " the Act” means the Prohibition Act, 1950 ( Act XIII of 1950 ); 

( b ) " acetifier " means any vessel used for converting fermented wash 
into Vinegar ; 

(c ) " Asst. Excise Commissioner" means an officer appointed to 
exercise the powers of a Collector under Clause (b ) of Section 33 of the Act; 

( d ) “ Commissioner" means an officer appointed under Clause (a ) 
of Section 33 of the Act ; 

(e) " Laboratory " means the Industrial Research Laboratory, Trivan 
drum or any other Laboratory that may be approved by the Commissioner 
for the purpose of testing of samples; 

.(f) . " Officer- in -charge” means the officer appointed to supervise the 
operations in the Vinegar manufactory ; 

(g ) " plant" means machinery or other permanent apparatus, if any , 
used for the manufacture of Vinegar: 

(h ) " Section " means a section of the Prohibition Act; 

(i) " Vinegar” means genuine Vinegar made by alcoholic and acetous 
fermentation only and includes acetic acid ; 

( j) “ Washback " means any vessel used for the preparation of wash 
and fermentation , 

G : 847 /V . 
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3. Application for license - Any person desirous of obtaining a license for 
a Vinegar manufactory shall apply to the Prohibition Commissioner. Every 
such application shall be accompanied by 

(a) the description and plans of buildings in which the manufactory 
is proposed to be established ; 

(b ) the statement specifying the number, size and description of the 
vessels which are proposed to be used ; and 

(c) the treasury receipt for the license fee of Rs. 250 . 

4. Grant of licenses : The Prohibition Commissioner shall , if he is 
satisfic i after examination with the description and plans of the buildings in 
which the manufactory is proposed to be established and that the applicant 
is a fit person to take out a license, issue a license accordingly. Every license 
granted under these rules shall be in Form V - 1 in the Appendix to these rules 
and shall be valid for the financial year (beginning from the 1st April or date 
of issue of the license and ending with 31st March immediately following) 
unless a shorter period is specified in the licence . A fee of Rs. 250 shall be 
pa ; able for the grant or renewal of a license. Every application for renewal 
of a license shall be made to the Prohibition Commissioner through the 
Oicer-in - charge not less than one month before the date of expiry of the 
period for which the licence is granted and shall be accompanied by a 
treasury receipt for the payment ofthe prescribed licence fee. A copy of the 
plan of the buildings and the plant shall also be sent unless there has been no 
change in either the buildings or the plant since the issue of the previous 
license , in which case it shall suffice if the officer in charge endorses that fact 
upon the application . The Officer-in -charge shall submit the application 
with its enclosures to the Prohibition Commissioner through the Assistant 
Excise Commissioner . The Prohibition Commissioner shall , if he sees no 
objection renew the license. 

Note :-Persons desirous of constructing new buildings or equipping 
already existing buildings to be used as Vinegar manufactories are advised , 
before commencing the work , to submit plans of the buildings and descrip 
tions of the plant they propose to build and instal, to the Prohibition Com 
missioner for approval. Any alterations and additions suggested by the 
Prohibition Commissioner should be duly attended to. Persons neglecting 
to comply with such suggestions will run the risk of being refused a vinegar 
manufactory license. 

5. Control - The Officer-in -charge shall take account of all the opera 
tions in the Vinegar manufactory , and it shall be competent for him , or for 
any other officer appointed in that behalf under clause (d ) of Section 33 to 
inspect the Vinegar manufactories, to enter the buildings and visit and 
examine any room , place or utensilmentioned in the descriptions and plans 
referred to in rules 3 and 4 at any time either by day or night. 

6. Vessels in Vinegar manufactory : All vessels to be used in the manu 
facture of vinegar shall be so placed to admit the contents being accurately 
gauged and measured . If not permanently fixed , they shall be so marked 
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with reference to the places in which they stand, that their position , when in 
use, shall be the same as that occupied by them when they were gauged . 
Before being taken into use, all such vessels shall be gauged by the Officer 
in -charge under the rules in force for, gauging such vessels, and tables shall 
be constructed showing the total capacity of each vessel in litres and its 
capacity for each tenth of a centimeter in depth . The Assistant Excise 
Commissioner shall during his next visit to the manufactory check - au e the 
vessels thus gauged by the Officer -in -charge. These tables before being 
taken into use shall be certified by the licensee or his accredited agent to be 
correct. 

7. Name of each room or vessel to be distinctly marked . The name or an 
abbreviation thereof of each room or vessel shall be conspicuously painted in 
such room or vessel, and where more than one room or vessel are used for 
the samepurpose, they shall be distinguished by progressive numbers . Any 
room or vessel entered for a specific purpose shall be used solely for that 
purpose . 

8. Alterations, Repair etc. No repairs shall be executed to cither build 
ings or plant and no alteration shall be made in the position or capacity of 
any gauged vessel without the sanction in writing of the Officer-in - charge or 
of the Prohibition Commissioner, and before any vessel so altered can be 
again taken into use , it shall be regauged and new tables shall , if necessary , 
be constructed . Such reguaging shall be effected by the Officer-in -charge 
or such other officer as the Prohibition Commissioner may direct the results 
being checked by the Assistant Excise Commissioner on his next visit to the 
vinegar manufactory. No addition either to he buildings or to the plant 
shall be made without the previous consent of the Prohibition Commissioner, 
and on completion , the existing plans must be cancelled and new plins 
approved . 

9. Samples :-It is open to the Officer- in -charge or to any other officer 
appointed in that behalf under clause (d) of section 33 of the Act, to take 
samples from the Vinegar manufactured and the Officer- in -charge can stop 
issue until the vinegar is analysed and passed after test in the Laboratory . 
Analysis at the Laboratory shall be at the cost of the licensee. Samples may 
also taken from the fermenting wash or wort in the process of acetification 
at any stage for analysis in the Laboratory free of cost. 

10. Gauging rods, etc. – The Officer - in -charge shall be provided by the 
Government with proper gauging rods and a standard saccharometer and 
thermometer. If the Vinegar manufacturer questions the correctness of the 
instruments or the results obtained by the Officer , he shall make a writt :n 
protest immediately. The protest shall be forwarded with his remarks by 
the Officer-in -charge to the Prohibition Commissioner, who shall pass order s 
in the matter . 

11. Fermentation :-No wort shall be removed from the fermenting to 
the acetifying vessels until it has been taken account of by the Officer-in 
charge. 
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12. Hypothecation of building etc. Every vinegar manufacturer may be 
required to execute an instrument binding himself, his heirs, legal representa 
tives and assignees to observe the conditions of the license and to hypothecate 
the vinegar manufactory including its buildings, machinery , apparatus to 
gether with the stock of vinegar, etc. as security for the payment of all sums 
which may become due to the Government by way of rents, penalties, fines 
or otherwise under the provisions of his license . In case of neglect or refusal 
to execute an agreement as aforesaid within ten days of the date on which 
the approval of an application or a license shall have been communicated , 
such approval may be withdrawn and the fee already paid may be forfeited. 
Instead ofhypothecating buildings, machinery, apparatus, etc. the vinegar 
manufacturer may deposit Government promissory notes endorsed in favour 
of the Prohibition Commissioner to such value as the Commissioner may 
direct as security for the payment of all sums aforesaid . 
13. Accounts and Registers :-Both the licensee and the 

Officer- in 
charge shallmaintain accounts in Forms V -2 , V2 ( a ), V -6 , 77, 17( a ) and 
V -8 prescribed in the Schedule to these rules. The Officer- in -charge shall 
also maintain accounts in Forms V - 9 and V - 10 . Instructions for the mainte 
nance of accounts in those forms, the issue of notices in forms V - 3 and V -5 
and the making of a declaration in Form V - 4 are given below : 

Forms V-2 and V -2(a) : When the vessels to be used in themanufacture 
of Vinegar are gauged under Rule 6 , the entries of the tabulation constructed 
shall be made in these registers. 

Form V -3 : When the licensee intends to begin extraction of juice , he 
shall give notice to the officer -in - charge in Form V - 3 for the attendance of 
the latter during extraction . 

Form V - 4 : As soon as the extraction is finished and before fermentation 
begins, the licensee shall present the declaration of wash in Form V -4 to the 
Officer -in -charge so as to enable the latter to check it. 

Form V -5 : When the licensee intends to transfer fermented wash for 
ascetification , he shall give notice in Form V -5 and the transfer shall then be 
permitted , but no transfer shall be permitted until four days have elapsed 
after fermentation is completed . 

Form V-6 : This is intended to obviate the use of loose scraps of paper 
for the record of gauges and proof made by the officer -in - charge in the course 
of his duties. It will facilitate the verification at any time of the quantities of 
wash in the washbacks and acetifiers. Wash shall be personally gauged and 
proved by the Officer - in - charge and whenever gauges and proofs are taken , 
the particulars relating thereto shall at once be recorded in a consecutive 
order in this register. 

Form V- 7 and V- 7 (2) : These registers shall be posted from time to time 
during the day when the entries in V -6 are made. "Weekly totals shall be 
struck in the registers . 
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Form V -8 : The quantity of Vincgar received from the acetifiers, issued 
and remaining stock shall be entered in this register. The stock book of the 
licensee shall be checked 

at least once in a weck by the Officer-in 
charge. 

Form V -9 : At the end of each account week , the Officer-in -charge 
shall submit to the Assistant Excise Commissioner concerned an extract in 
form V -9 in which the total weight of the materials crushed and vinegar 
outturned shall be exhibited . Thesc figures shall be entered 
in Form V - 9 maintained in the ofhce of the Assistant Excisc 
Commissioner. The Assistant Excise Commissioner during his periodical 
inspection shall check the total from V -7 and V -7 (a ). 

Form V - 10 : This shall be filled up month -war and at the end of every 
quarter, and extract in the sameform showing thematerials crushed and the 
vinegar outturned shall be submitted by the Officer -in - charge to the Assistant 
Excise Commissioner . 


14. Corrections etc., in Accounts :-No entry in any of the books kept by the 
Officer -in - charge under these rules shall be erased or over-written . If it is 
necessary to correct any entry, a line shall be drawn through the incorrect 
entry in such a manner as to leave it distinctly visible and the amended entry 
shall be inserted above it . Every correction shall be initialled by the person 
making it at the time and by the licensee or his authorised agent where 
necessary . The provisions of this rule apply to the accounts kept by the 
licensee also , the corrections in which should be attested by the Officer -in 
charge. Mere clerical or arithmetical errors need not be specially noticed , 
but in the case of errors which cannot be so classed , the explanation of the 
licensee should be obtained by the Officer-in -charge and submitted to the 
Assistant Excise Commissioner with his remarks. 

15. Stock taking:—The stock ofwash or fermented wash undergoing acetifi 
cation and /or vinegar may be taken at any time by the Officer-in -charge or 
any other officer authorised under clause (d ) of Section 33 and shall be taken 
at once if there is any suspicion of fraudulent practices. On each such 
occasion the officer taking stock shall immediately report the result to the 
Assistant Excise Commissioner with his reasons for taking stock . The explana 
tion of the licensee shall be obtained before the report is submitted for any 
appreciable excess or deficiency in stock . The Assistant Excise Commissioner 
shall submit his report to the Prohibition Commissioner and the Prohibition 
Commissioner shall pass orders in regard to such excess or deficiency . 

16. Quarters: — The Vinegar manufacturer shall provide residential 
quarters to the Officer-in -charge and the subordinate staff employed for the 
supervision of the manufactory to the satisfaction of the Prohibition Commis 
sioner at rents not exceeding ten per cent of their pay . The Vinegar 
manufacturer shall be bound to keep the quraters and their appurtenances in 
proper repair and not to interrupt or annoy any officer residing therein in his 
use or enjoynient thereof. In case any question arises as to whether the rent 
demanded by the owner of such quarters is just and reasonable having regard 
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to the nature and sufficiency of the accommodation , it shall be referred to the 
Prohibition Commissioner. The decision of the Prohibition Commissioner 
shall be final and binding on the Vinegar manufacturer . 

17. Appeals. - All orders passed and proceedings taken under these rules 
by the officers concerned shall be subject to appeal to their respective 
immediate superior officers within two months. The decision of the Commis 
sioner on any such appeal shall be final. No appeal shall however lie from 
any original order passed by the Commissioner . In cases where the immediate 
superior is not the Commissioner, a further appeal shall lie to the Commis 
sioner. The rules relating to appeals and revision published with Revenue 
Department notifications Numbers XVI and XVII (S.R.O. Numbers 23262 
and 233/62) dated 9th August 1962 shall not apply to appeals against orders 
passed and proceedings taken under these rules.

1. The licensee shall be bound by all the provisions of the Prohibition 
Act , 1950 (Act XIII of 1950 ) , hereinafter referred to as the Act, and shall 
observe the Kerala Vinegar Manufactories( Establishment, working and super 
vision ) Rules, 1965, and also such further rules as may be made from time to 
time under the authority of the Act, or other law for the time being in 
force . 

2. The licensee shall not manufacture or sell any liquor of any descrip 
tion other than vinegar manufactured by him under this license . The 
manufactory shall be located in the premises the boundaries of which are 
noted in the schedule attached to this license. 

3. All Vinegar manufactured by the licensee shall be made from 
sugarcane juice or any other raw material approved by the Govern 
ment, 
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4. The licensee shall submit for the approval of the P :ohibition 
Commissioner the names of the persons ciaployed by him a assistants and no 
person not approved by the Prohibition Coinmissionc. shall be employed in 
the manufactory 

5. The licensee shall meet the cost of the staff employed for the super 
vision and control of the vinegar manufactory . The cost of the staff to be 
credited shall be intimated to the licensee who should credit the arrount 
before the end of the first week of every month in advance . 

6. The licensee shall maintain accounts in such forms as may , from 
time to time, be prescribed under the Kerala Vinegar Sianuf.ctories (istab 
lishment, working and supervision ) Rules, 1965. He should print and supply 
the necessary forms and registers required for the ofliccis. 

7. The licensee shall not have any pecuniary dealings with any officer 
appointed for the supervision of the manufactory . 

8. The licensee shall be bcund by such department. I orders or instru 
ctions concerning the manufacture of vinegar or for the up-keep of the vinegar 
manufactory as may from time to time be issued by the Prohibition Commis 
sioner . 

9. The Prohibition Commissioner reservers the right to cancel the license 
without any notice if the licensce is declared insolvent by a competent 
court. 

10. The Prohibition Commissioner shall at his discretion revoke this 
license, after giving the licensee 15 days notice of such revocation , in which 
case , a proportionate part of the fee , if any , paid will be refunded . The 
licensee shall not be entitled to claim any compensation on account of such 
revocation . 

11. The licensee shall pay a fee of Rs. 250 per ai num .

If 
any one of the trees entered in the schedule is found damaged or destroyed 
and such damage or destruction is , in the opinion of the Chief Conservator 
of Forests or any Olicer authorised in this behalf, caused as a result of the 
carelessness or any action on the part of the grantee, his servants cr his work 
men , the grantee shall pay the cost of the tree so damaged or destroyed; as 
assessed by the Forest Department on the basis of the valuation prescribed in 
sub -rule 2 . 

(2 ) In regard to all trees other than trees mentioned in sub -rule (1 ) 
( including other important trees enumerated in the schedule) the grantee 
shall pay their value at the averagemarket rate for each species prevailing 
in the nearest Maior.Government Timber Denot dunia 
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Note . - Working charges shall be calculated as per the current schedule of 

rates. 

(3) The Chief Conservator of Forests shall fix up the rates every year 
for such of those species for which there are no average market rates or 
current seigniorage rates and publish the rates so fixed in the Gazette. 

(4 ) The grantee shall pay the value of trees fixed under sub -rule 2 
and sub -rule 3 by the Chief Conservator of Forests or such other Officer as 
has been authorised by him in this behalf within one month from the date of 
jeceipt of the notice fixing the value . If the grantee fails to pay the value of 
the trees as aforesaid the Chief Conservator of Forests or any Officer 
authorised by him in this behalf may arrange to fell, remove and dispose of

(5 ) The grantee shall not cut remove the tree - growth unless previ 
ous permission has been obtained from the Chief Conservator of Forests and 
the amount assessed by the Department paid in full .
